Chara@er, who has given Seven feveral {: {tances 
inthe Lord's Prayer, of the Changes our Language 
Sufferd from the Year 700 till King Henry the 
8ths Lime. This is not {poke to the difcredit of 
our Language or co difparage the Antiquiy of its 
tor to the like Corruptio. aad Change are all orher 
—(elpecially living Languages Subject, by Rexion 
either of Commerce wich other Narions, or of tome 
Mens Affectation of Novelty and Variety, or 
fometimes of a Neceflity of other Words, accord 
ing as new Things or Inventions are dijcover'd. 
For thele Keafons it is not probab'e thar any of 
tho‘e Original Languages at the Contufion of Ba- 
be! are now in being. Weare not Ignorant, how 
great Things have been {poke of the Antiquity of 
our Language, being confidered asa Branch of the 
Ancient Teutonick, which as Goropins Becanus pev- 
fuaded himielf, was the fame that Adam {pee in 
‘Paradife, But wihouc troubling ourfelves with 
this Paradox, it cannot bur be granted, mrat our 
Language is at prefent {o compounded of Foreign 
Words, and fo much degenerated fiom its Primi:
